HAVE YOU 

sent any toys to the Santa 
Claus toy shop to make 
some youngster happy on 
Xmas morn ? Don't wait. 
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Suggesting that Sierra Madre 
take over management of the 
annual Wistaria Fete rather than 
allow it to continue to change 
hands back and forth between 
private owners, City Business 
Manager A1 S. Myers yesterday 
expressed the opinion “it would 
be a good idea” if the city pur¬ 
chased the Fennell property on 
which the world-famous vine 
stands and convert it into a pub¬ 
lic park for all time. 

The vine is in the nature of a 
local shrine, he declared. “What 
more natural, therefore, than that 
it become public property, to be 
dedicated in perpetuity to the 
people of Sierra Madre?” Myers 
asked. 

He stressed the point he “per¬ 
sonally” favored the city buying 
rather than leasing the property. 

His statement appears coinci¬ 
dentally with a movement on the 
part of artists here to sponsor 
next year’s Fete, provided neither 
the volunteer fire department nor 
the Woman’s Club come forward 
to handle it. 

Myers emphasized the fact that 
he was expressing simply “one 
man’s opinions” and did not 
necessarily represent those of the 
City Council. 

"As I see it,” Myers said, "the 
thing to do is to prevent the ■ 
Fete from becoming an out-and- 
out commercial affair. Should the 
city see fit to purchase the prop¬ 
erty, it would be best, perhaps, 
to install professional caterers 
and parking attendants, but the 
amateur aspect of the Fete must 
be preserved at all costs. 

“We must guard against com¬ 
mercial exhibits assuming too 
prominent a place in the picture. 

I should like to see the flower 
exhibits continued, of course. And 
why not exhibit paintings by lo¬ 
cal artists at the same time? We 
have a wealth of artistic talent 
in Sierra Madre. Our arists, 
through their works, have done 
as much as any group to put 
Sierra Madre on the map. Let’s 
give them a break. The hookup 
would be perfectly logical and 
natural. 

“We might even arrange to 
have artists hold open house at 
their studios during the Fete. 

“And another thing. Why not 
have the city sponsor a series of 
short radio shows preceding the 
Fete, such ns Pasadena is now 
doing to bally hoo the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses? Publicity of this 
nature would be priceless. 

“I’d like to get the movie 
stars out, too,” Myers continued. 
“Get them interested in our Wis¬ 
taria Fete the way Santa Bar¬ 
bara does in its summer fiesta. 

“Pasadena Playhouse perform- j 
ers might be prevailed on to join 
forces with local artists, as an 
added attraction,” he said.

January 1 Double That Of 
1935— $187,645 Spent 

Vacant lots ari over the city 
are disappearing to the merry 
tune of saws and hammers as 
construction activity here promi¬ 
ses to put Sierra Madre well into 
predepression brackets before the 
end of the year. 

A total of $187,645 worth of 
new building was initiated or com¬ 
pleted in Sierra Madre since Jan¬ 
uary 1, mak’ng the past elev.m- 
months period the rosiest In the 
city’s, history. This is nearly 
twice the construction volume of 
$97,395 during the same months 
In 1935. 

The total for last month was 
$14,476.50, compared to $3,620 
for the corresponding month a 
year ago. 

Gaining Impetus as 1936 draws 
to a close, the building program 
here has featured many beauti¬ 
ful new homes as well as four 
new subdivisions. “Wistaria Ter¬ 
race," the W. J. Lawless tract 
on West Grand View avenue, 
the Frank Jones tract on North 
Mountain Trail Avenue, the re¬ 
cently-opened Santa Anita Ran¬ 
cho tract, and the Santa Anita 
Oaks subdivision, all luring 
out-of-towners and Easterners to 
make their homes here amidst 
the sunshine and flowers.

Lemon and orange by-products 
from the Exchange's plants at 
Corona and Ontario netted grow¬ 
ers $1,900,000 last year. The by¬ 
products Include oil of lemon and 
orange, pectin, Juice concentrates, 
citric acid and cow feed, the j 
latter made from orange waste. 

Founded September 28, 1900, 

the local exchange had among 
Its first directors such well- 
known names as Abbott Kinney, 
Alfred Dodge, Volny Craig, J. C. 
Pegler and W. C. Crisp. 

The exchange shipped 1348 
carloads of fruit last year to all 
parts of the United States and 
to England, Norway, Sweden. 
China and Japan. Boxes sent out 
last year totaled 999,000. 

The local exchange’s average 
daily payroll is $1000. The or¬ 
ganization has just spent $75,000 
for new equipment and buildings. 

Representing approximately 250 
growers, of which some 15 are

fire hydrant, water line, water 
meter, driveway, house, store, 
hedge and fence! 

About the only things they 
won't show will be dog houses! 

The completed maps will be

W HAT is a public official’s 
private opinion of his vot¬ 
er-constituents? 

Voters, of course, are expected to 
air their opinions, both public and 
private.. 

But perhaps it would be the 
course of wisdom, just as an 
experiment, to reverse the pro¬ 
cedure and “see ourselves as 
others see us!" 

What, for example does a pub¬ 
lic official think on election night 
when he learns that only 50 per 
cent of the registered voters in 
his district, or possibly 60 per 
cent, found time and energy 
to go to the polls and cast their 
ballots ? 

Let a public official provide 
the answer. 

Says a well known legislator, 
with a splendid record of public 
sei vice: 

"Practically all public officials 
’rute’ their voters, just as voters 
rate’ their candidates on the 
basis of performance! If the vot¬ 
ers realized the true importance 

have. I am now trying to avoid 
them, there are so many . . . ” 
How about toys for the Santa 
Claus shop. Help make some poor 
kiddie happy. You know where to 
leave them . . Do it now . . Pat 
West will stage another show 
here tomorrow night as an 
American Legion benefit . .

of this rating in determining 
public affairs which vitally con¬ 
cern them, there would be far 
fewer absentees on election day. 

“A strong, high percentage vote 
in a community, for instance, is 
interpreted by a legislator, a 
congres man, or any other public 
official In the district, as a man¬ 
date to get results. It means 
sustained interest in what he 
does an alert, vigilant commun¬ 
ity which will expect a satisfac¬ 
tory accounting before the next 
election. 

“A low vote, on the other 
hand, means that a community 
can be written off as unimport¬ 
ant in the legislators scheme of 
things. If the people of the com¬ 
munity won’t take time to vote 
certainly they won’t command 
much of the legislator’s time 
when other communities, with 
high voting averages and deter¬ 
mined, observant voters, are com¬ 
peting for the lawmaker's atten¬ 
tion. . 

“I am not justifying this sys 
tem of rating voters, for a pub¬ 
lic official, theoretically at least, 
should give the best that is In 
him, regardless of the alertness 
or carelessness of his constituents. 
But to quote a bit of curbstone 
philosophy: ‘Life is practical!’ 
And under a democratic form of 
government, the voter gets out 
of government just about what 
he puts into it.” 

That straight-forward state¬ 
ment of the attitude of public 
officials toward their voters— 
and it undoubtedly reflects the 
attitude of the great majority of 
men in public life is of vital 
significance to all California 
voters when the problems of gov¬ 
ernment, more than ever, have 
an important bearing on the wel¬ 
fare of the individual. 

Sustained voter interest the 
only possible guarantee of repre¬ 
sentative, intelligent government.

Convincing evidence of the 
Santa Fe’s confidence in the con¬ 
tinued upturn of business was 
seen in the announcemet, made 
yesterday by that company,, of 
orders in excess of $20,000,000 for 
new freight cars, locomotives, 
rail, and rail fastenings. 

That company’s order for rail, 
tie plates, angle bars, bolts and 
spikes was for 155,000 tons at 
an approximate cost of $6,135,- 
000, the largest order placed for 
steel rail and fastenings since 
1929 by any railroad. 

The equipment order included 
3,025 new freight trains cars cost¬ 
ing $10,183,925 and 27 locomo¬ 
tives costing $3,985,000, a total 
of $14,168,928 for cars and loco¬ 
motives, making a grand total 
of the combined order for rail 
and equipment of $20,303,925. 

Of the 27 locomotives, 17 will 
be streamlined, high speed pas¬ 
senger engines primarily for ser¬ 
vice between Chicago and the 
Pacific Coast for use in hauling 
Santa Fe’s fast passenger trains 
between these points. 

With these locomotives in ser¬ 
vice only one change of engines 
will be necesasry between Chi¬ 
cago and the Pacific Coast on 
the Santa Fe. i

Growers Receive 17 Per Cent 
Increase Though Production 
Is BcJow Normal 


In “its bfcjt year since the de- 
presion started,” the Califomia- 
Arizona citrus industry received 
$111,715,561, f.o.b. shipping point, 
for 98,719 carloads of oranges 
lemons and grapefruit sold during 
the season ending October 31, 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers Exchange, reported at the 
annual meeting in Los Angeles 

This was an increase in f.o.b. 
returns of 1414 millions of dol¬ 
lars, or 17 per cent, over the pre¬ 
vious year for 8 per cent less 
fruit. 

For the seventeenth consecutive 
year, C. C. Teague was elected

Total citrus shipments from all 
producing states last season were 
148,907 carloads, which exceeds 
the annual average for the five 
years ended with 1929 by 30.8 per 
cent ,the report states. 

Lemon shipments by the Ex¬ 
change were the heaviest ever 
made, reaching 18,663 cars, 
packed and loose. Although the 
1936 lemon crop was 30 per cent 
less than the 34,000 car crop of 
1935, still it was greater than 
any previous year’s total con¬ 
sumption of lemons as fresh fruit.

costs were reduced, ef¬ 
fective November 6, by a cut of 
8 cents per hundred in the blank¬ 
et freight rate, which will save 
$2,000,000 annually. Reductions in 
railroad refrigeration charges and 
in the rail rate to Atlantic sea¬ 
board on export shipments were 
also secured.

He pointed out that while im¬ 
proved prices were common to 
all major varieties, they were not 
uniformly enjoyed by the grow¬ 
ers. "Competition is getting keen¬ 
er year by year,” Armstrong said, 
"and those who do not attain the 
average production in quantity 
and quality must do everything 
they can to remedy their indi¬ 
vidual situation.”
